M a n ila , N ov. 17.—General Otis, the 
commander of tho American forces, re 
cently proposed to Augniualdo that he 
release the triers aud civilians held in 
captivity throughout the provinces. The 
iusurg* nt leader denied their maltreat­ 
ment aud refused to release Ute priz­ 
ers, claiming that the civilians had en­ 
listed as volunteers and therefore were 
legitimate prisoners of war. 
As to the friars, Agniualdo argued 
that they are prohibited by the pope 
iroin accepting parochial appointments. 
But, he added, the Ptiilippiue clericals 
have deliberately and systematically 
deceived the pope, pretending that the 
country was barbarous, unfit for the 
regular ministry ana that it was neces­ 
sary that the moua-Tio orders should 
administer the parishes. 
Therefore, 
Aguinaldo continued, he considered it 
necessary to detain the friars until the 
pope is uudect ivea. 
The Spanish papers here assert that a 
sanguinary mutiny has taken place on 
board the steamship Bernardino and 
that the naive crew massacred their 
Spanish officers. These papois also ap­ 
peal to the United States to control toe 
natives. Advices from Hollo sav the 
natives of mat city distrust Aguinaldo 
and want American domination.

The latter declare that they hart 
ibi idea of suggesting arbitration as Is 
the main issue, which touches the na­ 
tional honor v?f both sides, bat they a rs 
willing to acoept exterior aid to class 
the path of negotiation.

W a s h in g to n , Nov. 17.—Cot Jacobs, 
who had charge of the transportation 
facilities at Santiago, testified before 
the war investigating board, and he ex­ 
pressed the opinion that there were not 
a sufficient number of wagons.

T he American commissioners 
now hold that the protocol itself was 
born of Spain's attempt to restore her 
Philipnine sovereignty, though the pres­ 
ent Spanish memorandum squarely 
challenges the contention. 
The Spanish memorandum also saki 
why, if the United States objected Is 
Spain's reservation of sovereignty, they 
did not plainly say so in the protocol 
aud leave no room for argument. ll 
asks why Judge Day’s note of Aug. IO 
did not clearly declare that the United 
States woald not recognize such reser­ 
vation and that the protocol was neoefr 
nary to prevent a misunderstanding os 
that point. It also asks why did Judge 
Day's note practically ascribe the inex­ 
plicit form of Spain's acceptance of the 
peaoe terms to telegraphic errors, while 
the exact terms of Spuin's reservation 
of sovereignty, as had in Washington 
before the protocol, are now being 
quoted in the proceedings here. 
This portion of the Spanish memo­ 
randum is based upon letters written b y 
M. Gambon at the time, purporting ti 
describe interviews and transactions 
attending the peaoe terms and protocol. 
On Saturday, the date fixed for tbs 
next meeting, the Americans will make 
their response, in the course of whiohtt 
is not unlikely that the exact terms and 
precise time limit of their acceptance 
will be communicated.

PLAYED A WAR GAME. 


HOW THE BIG WAN FLEECED THE 
SUBSTITUTE BROKERS.

During tho civil war in what was 
then a pretty village of Michigan and 
bas since become a city without losing 
any of its beauty lived a strapping six 
footer who locked as hard as nails, 
dressed well, talked smoothly and was 
set up like a soldier.

In either case it woald 
usually come to some kind of a proposi­ 
tion from the broker. Then the other 
fellows would guy me, intimate that I 
was a bluffer and wonder how I was to 
get out of the thing without a clear 
funk. 
“ Here’s where my fine work tam e in. 
I ’d demand a retainer, and I ’d put it 
high enough just to maka the bioker 
think that I was trying to escape him. 
If he would pay me a specified sum 
down, I would agree to appear at the 
recruiting office the next day and offer 
my services, but I gave notice that I 
assumed no chances, lf they would not 
have me, the broker mast stand the 
loss. The idea of my tieing rejected al­ 
ways raised a laugh and only tended to 
confirm the broker in the belief that I 
was trying to escape him. 
When the 
doctor turned me down, I went into the 
dumps, became nervously timid, aroused

“ The best haul I made was in Pitts­ 
burg.

When I again 
met the broker, that truckman insisted 
on bothering us and, after showing a 
proper amount of patience, I threw him 
half way across the office, and he went 
limping out, while all observers grew 
wide eyed in their wonder. I did not 
exert enough strength to throw a half 
grown boy five feet, but the truckman 
knew -his business, and was paid $20 tor 
attending to it. 
“ That apparently cool courage and 
gigantic strength removed all doubt 
from the mind of the broker. I was the 
man he wanted, aud he wanted me 
badly. I stuck out till I got $2,000 as 
a ‘retainer, ’ and then was rejected. 
I 
felt like giving the money back when 
the millionaire came aronnd to condole 
with me and tell how disappointed he 
was in not having me for a substitute, 
but I didn't. It would have been an ad­ 
mission that I was not in a legitimate 
line of business.” —Detroit Free Press.

flaw Thin W onderful and D f it r t o - 
fiv e Air Fury In Formed. 
To get an i<ba cf a cyclone’s forma­ 
tion'imagine a large circular pan or tub 
with quite a largo hole in the middle 
of the bottom. With this hole plugged, 
fill the vessel with water; then draw 
ont the plug arni watch. There is first a 
rush of water from all directions toward 
the hole aDd a turbulent effort to get 
through. Then the water surface above 
begins to sink aud swirl, the particles 
gradually circling around and around 
and rushing, ever faster, toward the 
center. 
At last there is actually a hol­ 
low space through the center, around 
which ail the water in the tub is whirl­ 
ing, sluggishly near the rim, but with 
more aud more violent rapidity toward 
the middle until it rushes downward 
through the bottom. Now, if that water 
were air, yon would be watching a little 
cyclone turned upside dow n, for the air 
rushes upward instead of downward. 
In the cradle of cyclones during the 
summer months, when the land and the 
water grow hotter and hotter because 
of the longer days than nights, a layer 
of air, hot, light and full of vapor, is 
for a time held down by denser air 
above it. Restless, expanding, tumultu­ 
ous, it moves about like a beast at bay 
until a thinner place in the air above is 
found. Then up it madly rushes and 
into the vacuum left behind the lower 
atmosphere hastens from all directions, 
pushing and twisting aud pouring up­ 
ward until it has fallen into a regular 
spinning around a common center. 
The cyclone, once formed, rashes 
away from the tropics toward the pole, 
and begins its carcer of destruction, 
bruising, wrecking and sinking the 
luckless ships which happen to be in 
its path. More aud more of the sur­ 
rounding atmosphere is drawn into the 
whirl until the storm often covers an 
area nearly 1,000 miles in diameter. 
Sometimes it dings itself upon our At­ 
lantic coast and tears fiercely through 
forests, fields and cities. Then again it 
sweeps away across the broad ocean and 
dashes itself upon tho coasts of Europe. 
Once in awhile it so adroitly avoids 
the land that we never know it has 
passed until ships come in torn and 
broken.—St. Nicholas.

“ How do you ascertain the speed of 
a vessel?” is a question frequently ad­ 
dressed to naval men, and an explana­ 
tion will therefore probably be of inter­ 
est to niau.v readers. There are several 
methods, the commonest aud most an­ 
cient being by the use of the “ log.” 
This instrument consists of three parts 
—the logship, the line aud the marks. 
The logsbip is a pieco of wood about 
half an inch thick and shaped like a 
quadrant, with a piece of lead let in 
round the circular edge to make it float 
perpendicularly in the water. It is slung 
by lines at each angle, the three lines 
being joined together about two feet 
rrom the logship. 
Two of the lines are 
securely fixed to the ship and the other 
has a bone peg at the end, which, being 
pushed into a hole in the ship, tempo­ 
rarily fastens it there. 
From the point of juncture of the three 
lines a sufficient length is measured, 
generally about IOO feet, to take the 
logsbip well clear of the ship’s wash. 
This is called tho “ stray line” and is 
marked with a piece of bunting. From 
the bunting is measured 47 feet 3 
inches, and the line marked here with 
a piece of leather. Then another 47 feet 
3 inches is measured off and marked 
with two knots, then another space 
the same length, and marked with 
three knots, and so on as far as seven 
knots. Halfway between each batch of 
knots one single knot is made. The log 
line is then ready for use. 
Tho space between the knots is found 
from the simple little rule of three sum: 
As 3 600 seconds (number of seconds in 
an hour), 28 seconds (length of sand­ 
glass), 6,080 feet (number of feet in a 
nautical mile); length of lino required 
— which works out to 4? feet 3 inches. 
To use the log four persons are re­ 
quired—two men to hold the reel on 
which the line is wound; the quarter­ 
master, to hold tho glass, aud the mid­ 
shipman of the watch, to heave the log. 
The last named puts the peg firmly in 
tho logship and then gathers three or 
four coils of line in his hand, sufficient 
to admit of the logship being thrown 
well clear of tho ship. He asks. “ Clear 
glass, quartermaster?” 
“ Clear glass, sir I” comes the reply, 
and overboard go the logship aud line, 
the reel rapidly revolving. Presently 
the middy feels the piece of banting 
passing through hi9 hand, and he gives 
the order, “ Turn.” Tho quartermaster 
turns the glass and watches the sand 
while one “ reeler” holds the reel well 
over his bead, eo as to give the line fair 
play. 
When the sand has run ont, 
“ Stop!” cries the quartermaster. 
The midshipman grasps the line, as­ 
sisted by the other reeler, and looks for 
the nearest knot, finding a single one 
close to his haud. Then the line is haul­ 
ed in, and four knots appear, which 
signify that tho ship is going four and 
a half knots through the water. The 
Vrk of the line draws the peg from the 
logship, which now floats on its flat 
side aud is easily hauled in. 
When a 
ship is going over four knots, a 14 sec­ 
ond glass is used, the speed being double 
that shown by the knots on the line. 
Another method in use is the patent 
log. This is altogether mechanical and 
consists of a long cylinder with clock­ 
work ins de it aud four fins on the out­ 
side. It is towed astern of the ship by a 
line made fast to a swivtl in the head 
of it. As it is dragged through the wa­ 
ter the four fins make it revolve, actu­ 
ating the clockwork inside, which regis­ 
ters on a series of dials the nam her of 
knots run. This log has to be hauled iii 
every time one wants to read it, but 
there is another kind where the fan is 
towed astern and the dial is a fixture 
in the ship. This is called a “ cherub. ” 
These Jogs are not always accurate, 
and are constantly verified when near 
land by cross bearings—that is, the 
bearings of two well known points are 
taken, and the position so obtained is 
marked on tho chart, the time of obser­ 
vation being noted and the reading on 
the patent log. 
After an interval has 
elapsed the position of the ship is again 
taken by cross bearings, 
when the 
straight line joining the two places on 
the chart will show the direction of the 
course steered and its length the distance 
mu. 
A comparison with the readings 
by patent log will give the error of the 
machine. 
To finish here is a patent log yarn, 
as told by an old messmate. I give it in 
his own words: “ When in the Crocodile 
in the Red sea, just after taking the 
reading one night at 8 o’clock, 
the 
quartermaster reported, ‘Shark taken 
the patent log, girl’ I got another one 
over at once. At 9 :30 next morning we 
stopped for half an hour. To amuse the 
ladies I tried for and caught a shark. 
Cu opening him we found our patent 
log, and,” he added gravely, “ strange 
to say, it registered the same as the one 
in use. 
The line had jammed between 
his teeth, the fan working all the time 
he followed the ship. 
He had swam 
lust 122 7- IO miles. ” —Navy and Army 
Illustrated.

THE SPEED OF A SHIP 


METHODS BY WHICH ITS KNOTS PER 
HOUR ARE m e a s u r e d .

To get an jib a cf a cyclone’s forma­ 
tion’imagine a large circular pan or tub 
with quite a large bole in the middle 
of tho bottom. With this hole plugged, 
fill tho vessel with water; then draw 
out Hie plug and watt Ii. There is first, a 
rush of water from all directions toward 
tho hole anti a turbulent effort to get 
through. Then the water surface above 
begins to sink aud sw 
gradually circling around and around 
and rushing, ever faster, toward the 
center. 
At last there is actually a hol­ 
low space through the conter, around 
which all tin' water in the tub is w hirl­ 
ing, sluggishly near the rim, but with 
more and more violent rapidity toward 
the middle until it rushes downward 
through the bottom. Now, if that water 
were air, yon would be watc hing a little 
cyclone turned upside dow n, for the air 
rushes upward instead of downward. 
In the cradle of cyclones during the 
summer monfbs, when the land and the 
water grow* hotter and hotter because 
of the longer days than nights, a layer 
of air, bot, light uod full of vapor, is 
for a time hi Id down by denser air 
above it.. Restless, expanding, tum ultu­ 
ous. it moves about like a beast at bay 
until a thinner place in the air above is 
found. 
Then up it madly rushes and 
into tho vacuum left behind the lower 
atmosphere basteris from all directions, 
pushing and twisting aud pouring up­ 
ward until it has fallen into a regular 
spinning mound a common center. 
Tho cyclone, 
once formed, rashes 
away from the tropics toward the pole, 
and begins its carcer of destruction, 
bruising, wrecking and sinking the 
luckless ships which happen to be in 
its path. 
More and more of the sur­ 
rounding atmosphere is drawn into the 
whirl until tho storm often covers an 
area nearly 1,000 miles in diameter. 
Sometimes it dings itself upon our A t­ 
lantic coast aud tears fiercely through 
forests, fields and cities. 
Then again it 
sweeps away across the broad ocean and 
dashes itself upon tho coasts of Europe. 
Once in awhile it so adroitly avoids 
the laud that we never know it has 
passed until ships come in torn aud 
broken.— St. Nicholas.

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“ How do you ascertain the speed of 
a vessel?” is a question frequently ad­ 
dressed to naval men, and an explana­ 
tion will therefore probably be ol inter­ 
est to manv readers. There are several 
methods, the commonest aud most an­ 
cient being by the use of the “ log. ” 
This instrument consists of three parts 
— the logsbip, the line and the marks. 
The logsbip is a pieco of wood about

round tho circular edge to make it Hunt 
perpendicularly in tho water. It is slung 
by lines at each angle, the threo lines 
being joined together about two feet 
trotn the logsbip. 
Two of tho lines are 
securely fixed to the ship and the other 
bas a hone peg at the end, which, being 
pushed into a bolo in the ship, tempo­ 
rarily fasti us it there. 
From the point of juncture of the three 
lines a sufficient length is measured, 
generally about IOO feet, to take the 
logsbip well clear of tho ship’s wash. 
This is called tho “ stray liue” and is 
marked with a piece of bunting. From 
the banting is measured 47 feet 3 
inches, and tho lino marked here with 
a piece of leather. Then another 47 feet 
3 inches is measured off and marked 
with two knots, then another space 
the Kame length, and marked with 
threo knots, and so on as far as seven 
knots. 
Halfway between each batch of 
knots oho single knot is made. The log 
lino is then ready for use. 
The space between the knots is found 
from the simple littleruleof threo sam: ; 
As 3 GOO seconds (number of seconds in I 
un hour), 28 seconds (length of sand- ; 
glass), 6,080 feet (number of feet in a 
nautical m ile); length of lino required 
— which works out to 4? feet 3 inches. ! 
To use tho log four persons are re­ 
quired—-two men to hold the reel on 
which the line is wound; the quarter­ 
master, to hold tho glass, aud the mid- ! 
shipman of the watch, to heave the log. 
The last named pats the peg firmly in 
tho logship and then gathers three or 
four coils of lino in his hand, sufficient 
to admit of the logship being thrown 
well clear of tho ship. He asks, “ Clear 
glass, quartermaster?” 
“ Clear glass, sir!” comes tho reply, 
and overboard go the logship aud line, 
the reel rapidly revolving. 
Presently 
the middy feels the piece of hunting 
passing through his hand, and he gives 
the order, “ T u rn .” Tho quartermaster 
turns the glass and watches the sand 
while one “ reeler” holds the reel well 
over his head, so as to give the liue fair 
play. 
When the sand has run out, 
“ Stop!” cries the quartermaster. 
The midshipman grasps the line, as­ 
sisted by the other reeler, and looks for 
the nearest knot, finding a single one 
close to his hand. Then the line is haul­ 
ed in. and four knots appear, which 
signify that tho ship is going four and 
a half knots through the water. 
The 
^*rk of the lino draws the peg from the 
! I igship, which now floats on its flat 
side and is easily hauled in. 
When a 
ship is going over four knots, a 14 sec­ 
ond glass is used, the speed being double 
that shown by the knots on the line. 
Another method in use is the patent 
log. 
This is altogether mechanical and 
consists of a long cylinder with clock­ 
work ins de it aud four fins on the out­ 
side. It is towed astern of the ship by a 
line made fast to a swivel in the head 
of it. As it is dragged through the w a­ 
ter the four fins make it revolve, actu­ 
ating the clockwork inside, which regis­ 
ters on a seriee of dials the nnmher of 
knots run. This log has to be hauled iii 
every time one wants to read it, hot 
there is another kind where the fan is 
towed astern and the dial is a fixture 
in the ship. This is called a “ cherub. ” 
These Jogs are not always accurate, 
aud are constantly verified when near 
land by cross bearings—that is, the 
bearings of two well known points are 
taken, and the position so obtained is 
marked on tho chart, the time of obser­ 
vation being noted and the reading on 
I the patent log. 
After an interval has 
elapsed tile position of the ship is again 
taken by cross hearings, 
when 
the 
straight line joining the two places on 
the chart will show the direction of the 
course steered and its length the distance 
I run. 
A comparison with the readings 
by patent log will give the error of the 
machine. 
To finish here is a patent log yarn, 
as told by an old messmate. I give it in 
his own words: “ When in the Crocodile 
in the Red sea, just after taking the 
reading one night at 8 o’clock, 
the 
quartermaster reported, ‘Shark taken 
the patent log, sir!’ I got another one 
over at once. At 9 :30 next morning we 
stopped for half an hour. To amuse the 
ladies I tried for and caught a shark. 
Du opening him we found our patent 
log, and,” he added gravely, “ strange 
to say, it registered the same as the one 
in use. 
The line had jammed between 
his teeth, the fan working all the time 
he followed the ship. 
He had swnni 
inst 122 7-10 m iles.’’—Navy and Army

India Bubber. 
Not a little singular is the fact noted 
by chemists that, contrary to the gen­ 
eral belief, natural india rubber is not 
waterproof Indeed since the article has 
to be dried to be freed of its moisture 
the conclusion is obvious that it will 
absorb moisture again, arid, according 
to experiments mentioned by E. Schulze 
in the Gnmmi Zeitung, it does so with 
certain rapidity. 
It is found that rolled rubber plates, 
which by virtue of their treatment are 
in a somewhat compressed condition, 
absorb from 8 to 25 per cent of water 
in two hours. When the water is heated 
to about 120 degrees F., at increased 
pressure, the absorption takes place 
much more readily, and a piece of rub­ 
ber, kept in a cylinder under a pressure 
of 140 pouuds, absorbed 25 per cent of 
water in five minutes. 
Oils, of course, stop the water. 
Vul­ 
canized rubber remains dry, though not 
entirely so, aud badly vulcanized goods 
deteriorate, 
owing 
to

reason.

Its 
cost is $160 an ounce, or $1,920 per 
pound. These begin to look like fabu­ 
lous prices, hut they do not reach the 
highest point, chromium being $200. 
Cobalt falls to about half the price of 
silver, while didymium, the metal iso­ 
lated by Masander, is the same price 
as calcium. Then conies gallium, which 
is worth $3,250 an ounce. 
With this

it may well ho called the rarest and 
most precious of metals. 
“ Glueium is worth $250 per ounce;

THE SLY POLAR BEAR.

In his native home the polar bear 
does not often meet with small boys 
anxious to treat him to buns and other 
dainties. The consequence is that bruin 
has to devise many curious ways of se­ 
curing his food, and none is more 
strange and interesting than that relat­ 
ed by two trustworthy travelers in 
Greenland, 
that country of strange 
sights. 
They have known the polar bear to 
take a stone or a huge lump of ice in 
his fore paws and from a favorable 
height, as a cliff or a precipitous ice 
bill, to buri the missile down upon the 
head of a walrus, an enormous brute 
often twice the size of the bear, and so 
stun him that bruin could rush in and 
complete tho destruction at his leisure, 
thus securing a month’s rations. 
The most usual food of the ice bear, 
as the Germans very appropriately call 
this beast, is the common seal of the 
arctic regions. 
The latter is the wari­ 
est animal of the north, and both Eski­ 
mo and polar bear need their best strat- 
egy to ratch it. 
In the summer time, when the snow 
is off the ice of the ocean shore and 
ii-lets, the seals can be plainly seen as 
Pluck dots on the ice, probably asleep, 
but always near their holes, which lead 
down through the thick ice to the water 
below, and into which they can throw 
themselves by the least movement. 
Bruin, seeing one afar, walks up as 
near as be deems safe and then begins 
crawling on his wary prey. 
The seal, if the weather be sunny 
and pleasant, takes short naps, relieved 
by shorter moments when it is scanning 
the vicinity for signs of an enemy’s ap­ 
proach. 
During these times the bear is 
very quiet and as still as death itself, 
with eyes apparently closed, though 
really a corner of each is k e p t open, and 
iu this way he holies the seal will take 
him for a heap of snow, an appearance 
which his coat readily helps bim to as­ 
sume. 
Daring the naps he creeps forward 
with greater or less rapidity, according 
to his nearness to the seal and eohae- 
oueut fear of being heard or seen. 


When but lo or 12 yards away, ana toe 
seal is in the depths of a good nap, the 
bear rushes upon him and with a single 
blow of his powerful paw kuocks the 
smaller brute senseless aud so fur away 
from the hole that he cannot escape by 
that way, even if the blow received is 
not immediately fatal. 
Iu winter time the ice is covered with 
snow, aud this is hollowed out by the 
seal into a si mw house, covering the hole 
iu the ice ami connecting at the top of 
tho dome with an aperture about the 
size of a shilling, called the blowhole, 
for it is through this that the seal 
breathes when be is in want of fresh air. 
Here tho bear watches for many a 
long hour if necessary, and when the 
snorts of the seal are heard he crushes 
in tho fragile dome of the suowhuuse 
with his paw, impaling the seal on I 
curved claws, aud proceeds to pru. 
cully demonstrate how polar bears can 
subsist in a arctic winter.—London 
Telegraph.

METHODS BY WHICH ITS KNOTS PER 
HOUR ARE M EASURED.

“ How do you ascertain the speed of 
a vessel?” is a question frequently ad­ 
dressed to naval men, and an explana­ 
tion will therefore probably he of inter­ 
est to many readers.

In tbe cradle of cyclones during the 
summer months, when the land and the 
water grow hotter and hotter because 
of the longer days than nights, a layer 
of air, bot, light and full of vapor, is 
for a time hi Id down by denser air 
above it. Restless, expanding, tumultu­ 
ous, it moves about like a beast at hay 
until a thinner place in the air above is 
found. Then up it madly rushes and 
into the vacuum left behind the lower 
atmosphere hastens from all directions, 
pushing and twisting aud pouring up­ 
ward until it has fallen into a regular 
spiuning around a common center. 
Tho cyclone, once formed, rushes 
away from the tropics toward the pole, 
and begins its carcer of destruction, 
bruising, wrecking and sinking the 
luckless ships which happen to be in 
its path. 
More and more of the sur­ 
rounding atmosphere is drawn into the 
whirl until tho storm often covers an 
area nearly 1,000 miles in diameter. 
Sometimes it tiings itself upon our At­ 
lantic coast aud tears fiercely through 
forests, fields and cities. 
Then again it 
sweeps away across the broad ocean and 
dashes itself upon tho coast* of Europe. 
Once in awhile it so adroitly avoids 
the laud that we never know it has 
passed until ships come in torn aud 
broken.—8t.

From tho point of juncture of the throe 
lines a sufficient length is measured, 
generally about IOO feet, to take the 
logship well clear of tbe ship’s wash. 
This is called tbe “ stray line” and is 
marked with a piece of hunting. From 
the hunting is measured 47 feet 3 
inches, and tho line marked here with 
a piece of leather. Then another 47 feet 
3 inches is measured off and marked 
with two knots, then another space 
the samo length, and marked with 
three knots, and so on as far as seven 
knots. Halfway between each batch of 
knots one single knot is made. The log 
lino is then ready for use. 
The space between the knots is found 
from the simple little rule of three sum: 
As 3 600 seconds (number of seconds in 
an hour), 28 seconds (length of sand­ 
glass), 6,080 feet (number of feet in a 
nautical mile); length of line required 
— which works out to 4? feet 8 inches. 
To use the log four persons are re­ 
quired—two men to hold the reel on 
which tbe line is wound; the quarter­ 
master, to hold tho glass, aud the mid­ 
shipman of the watch, to heave the log. 
The lust named puts the peg firmly in 
tbe logship and then gathers three or 
four coils of lino in his hand, sufficient 
to admit of the logship being thrown 
wel! clear of tho ship. He asks, “ Clear 
gl tbs, quartermaster?” 
“ Clear glass, sir I” comes tho reply, 
and overboard go the logship and line, 
the reel rapidly revolving. Presently 
the middy feels the piece of bunting 
passing through his hand, and he gives 
the order, “ Turn.” The quartermaster 
turns the glass aud watches the Baud 
while one “ reeler” holds the reel well 
over his bead, so as to give the line lair 
play. 
When the sand has run out, 
“ Stop!” cries the quartermaster. 
The midshipman grasps the line, us- 
8isted by the other reeler, and looks for 
the nearest knot, finding a single one 
close to his hand. Then the line is haul­ 
ed in, and four knots appear, which 
signify that tho ship is going four and 
a half knots through the water. 
The 
;’*rk of tbe line draws the peg from the 
flat 
hen a 
ship is going over four knots, a 14 sec* j 
oud glass is used, tbe speed being double 
that shown by the knots on the line. 
Another method in ase is the patent 
log. 
This is altogether mechanical aud 
consists of a long cylinder with clock­ 
work ins de it aud four fins on the out­ 
side. It is towed altern of the ship by a 
lim* made fast to a swivt I in the head 
of if. As it is dragged through the wa­ 
ter inc four fins make it revolve, actu­ 
ating the clockwork inside, which regis­ 
ters on a series of dials the nom ber of 
knots run. This log has to be hauled iii 
every time one wants to read it, hut 
there is another kind where the fan is 
towed astern aud the dial is a fixture 
in the ship. This is called a “ cherub. ” 
These logs are not always accurate, 
ami are constantly verified when near 
land by cress bearings— that is, the 
bearings of two well known points are 
taken, und the position so obtained is 
marked on the chart, the time of obser­ 
vation beiug noted and the reading on 
the patent log. 
After an interval has 
elapsed the position of the ship is again 
taken by cross bearings, 
when the 
straight line joining the two places on 
tho chart will show the direction of the 
course steered and its length the distance 
run. 
A comparison with the readings 
by patent log will give the error of the 
machine. 
lo finish here is a patent log yarn, 
as told by an old messmate. I give it in 
his own words: “ When in the Crocodile 
in the Rt»d sea, just after taking the 
reading one night at 8 o'clock, 
the 
quartermaster reported, 'Shark taken 
the patent log, s ir !’

There Im a sm all snail which is so 
fond of the sea that it uever comes to 
land and it builds such a capital boat 
for itself aud its eggs that w hile large 
ships are sinking and steamers are en ­ 
able to face the storm it teases about in 
perfect safety. 
The little snail is of a violet color 
and is therefore called iantbiua. It has 
a sm all shell aud there projects from 
the under part of the body a long, 
tougnelike piece of flesh. 
This is the 
taffc, and it is built upou most scientific 
principles, for it has compartments iu 
lit for air. 
It is broad and the air com ­ 
partments are underneath, so that it 
cannot capsize. 
Moreover, the snail knows how to 
stow away its cargo, for the oldest eggs 
and those which hatch the soonest are 
placed in the center, and the lightest 
and newest on the sides of the raft 
Ih e 
iauthina fills its own mr compartments 
by getting u globule of air underneath 
its head, the body is then curved dow n­ 
ward bern atli the raft, and the head be­ 
ing tilted on one side, the air rushes up 
and fills the spaces. It feeds on a beau­ 
tiful little jellyfish, which bus a flat, 
r a tlik e form w ith a pretty little sail 
upon it, aud they congregate iu m ulti 
tudes when the sea is calm.

1J bus we see that tho commonly re­ 
ceived opinion as to what are the most 
precious metals is quite erroneous. Ba­ 
rium is nearly four times as valuable as 
gold aud gallium more than 160 times 
as costly, while many of the other m et­ 
als mentioned are twice aud thrice as 
valuable. 
Aluminium, which cost $8 
and $9 a pound in 1890, is now pro­ 
duced as cheaply as are iron, zinc, lead 
aud copper.

Two of bis relatives, bis father, and, 
I believe, his brother, had been drown- I 
ed, aud this fact guve him a horror of 
the water. He skeined to feel somewhat 
as the clients of the astrologists, who, 
having been told bow they were to die, 
took every precaution to prevent it.

remember, as a boy, reading a history of 
astrology, in which a great many cases 
of this sort were describtd, the pecu­ 
liarity being that the very measures j 
which the victim took to avoid the de-; 
cree of fate became the engines that ex- i 
eon ted it. 
The sad fate of Delaunay was not ex­ 
actly a case of tnis kind, yet it could 
not but bring it to mind. 
He was at 
Cherbourg iu the autum n of 1872. 
Walking on the shore with a relative, 
a couple of boatmen invited them to 
take a sail. 
Through w hat inducement 
Deluuuay was led to forget his feats 
w ill never be known.

that he ventured into the boat, that it 
was struck by a sudden squall when at 
some distance from the laud, aud that 
all the members of the party were 
drow nod.
